Elle qui trouvait tellement important de 
dcfendre une personne en particulier, 
meme si son cas pouvait aider d’autres 
femmes et servir d’autres causes. 

Dans la meme veine d’idees. Me Halimi 
nous racontait qu’elle a prefere celebrer 
la journ 6 e du 8 mars (Journ 6 e 
Internationale de la Femme) dans une 
entreprise ou les femmes voulaient 
dialoguer avec elle a propos de ses 
memoires, Le lait de I’oranger . paru lout 
recemment chez Gallimard, plutot que 
d’aller a l’Elys 6 e prendre un verre avec 
Mitterand et de grandes femmes 
fran 9 aises. Elle ne quite pas son objectif 
de lutte pour les femmes. Elle agit en 
fonction de lui. D’ailleurs, elle a declare 
lors d’une entrevue le 18 mars h “Scully 
Rencontre”, que Mitterand etait 
misogyne et que sa conscience feministe 
etait nulle. Monsieur le President aime la 
femme-femme a la difference de la 
femme-combative. Cela a done pu 
influencer sa d 6 cision... 

Me Halimi n’a jamais ete membre d’un 
parti politique. Elle a toujours considere 



que cela 6 tait incompatible avec les luttes 
qu’elle menait. Me Halimi a tout de 
meme €t€ elue deputee a I’Assemblee 
Nationale en 198 1 . Elle y a propose plus 
d’une dizaine de lois doni une concemant 
les conges parentaux. En 1 985, elle a ete 
nommde ambassadrice aupres de 
rUNESCO et depuis 1989, elle est 
conseiller special de la delegation 
frangaise a I’Assemblee Generale de 
rONU. 

Me Halimi a declare dans La Presse du 17 
mars 1990 que “les jeunes femmes ont 
moins conscience de la necessite du 
combat”. Elle precise qu’il y a encore 
plusieurs luttes a mener dont celle du 
partage du f)ouvoir. “Les hommes ne 
s’imaginent pas que dans les pays du 
monde, 97% de femmes pourraient les 
diriger, pourtani e’est la situation que les 
femmes vivent avec 97% d’ hommes au 
pouvoir.” Elle ne vise pas un tel 
renversement. Elle vise un veritable 
partage des posies de direction et du 
pouvoir. Les femmes sont differentes et 
elles ont de bonnes choses a apporter. 
Vrai. Mais il y a encore un grand pas 
entre le desir et la realite...

Interpretation 

Due to lack of exposure (see La 
campagne, supra ), first year students 
faced a built-in disadvantage in the 
elections. Also, voters, choosing 
between a lower and upper year student, 
may give priority to the upper year 
student on the rationale that the other can 
always u-y again next year. While ideally 
every candidate should be judged on his 
or her merits, political reality dictates 
otherwise. There is also a process of 
ladder-climbing in the system that resists 
newcomers. I was told outright by some 
students that I made a “gutsy” move 
challenging for president, and I often 



sensed as much even where it wasn’t 
clearly expressed. Despite the foregoing, 
first year students did well. I probably 
had the poorest showing and from there 
the results improved up to and including 
Greg David’s close win in the position of 
V.P. Finance. The lesson here is that 
lower year students can compete for 
executive positions. I hope we pass this 
message along to the new students next 
year.

Despite 
not winning the race, I promise to 
continue to work for changes in the 
faculty and I’m sure 1 can count on 
Brain’s support and expertise in getting ! 
things done. I invite any commenton my 
campaign, negative or positive, from 
those who voted for or against me (or not 
at all). I’m easy to approach, honest.

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Third Annual Raoul Wallenberg Forum on Human Rights 

Wednesday, March 28, 1990, 8:00 p.m.

The Third Annual Raoul Wallenberg 
Forum on Human Rights will take place 
on Wednesday, March 28, 1990 at 8:00 
p.m, in the Moot Court. It has all the 
makings of a historic event. On this 
occasion, a one time only citizenship 
ceremony will be held in which the 
Canadian government will present the 
citizenship certificate of Canada’s only 
Honourary Citizen - Raoul Wallenberg - 
to Professor Guy von Dardel, brother of 
Raoul Wallenberg, who will recieve it on 
behalf of the Wallenberg family. 
Professor von Dardel, a distinguished 
Swedish scientist and scholar, will then 
deliver the Raoul Wallenberg Lecture in 
Human Rights. 

As many of you will recall, the Raoul 
Wallenberg Lecture in Human Rights 
was inaugurated two years ago by Nobel 
Peace Laureate Elie Wiesel, in what 
became a national commemorative 
occasion for the promotion and 
protection of human rights generally. 
The Second Annual Raoul Wallenberg 
Lecture in Human Rights was given last 



year by international lawyer and author 
Samuel Pisar, and became, as well, a 
memorable experience for the inspired 
audience. 

This year’s Forum promises to be a 
unique and compelling event. Professor 
von Dardel, who will be coming from 
Sweden expressly for this occasion, 
recently returned from an unprecedented 
visit to the Soviet Union at the invitation 
of Soviet authorities to inquire into the 
fate and whereabouts of Raoul 
Wallenberg. The Soviets continued to 
insist that Raoul Wallenberg died - 
however tragically - in July 1947; 
Professor von Dardel and members of the 
family accompanying him continue to 
affirm that the evidence is 
“incontrovertible” that Raoul 
Wallenberg was alive after that date. 

The second part of the evening will 
witness the presentation of certificates of 
merit to two individuals for their 
extraordinary - and unsung - 
contributions to human rights. More 
particularly. Ambassador William 
Bauer, who headed the Canadian 



delegation for the last five years to the 35 
Nation Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe - the Helsinki 
process - will be recognized for his 
exemplary moral and political leadership 
in the Helsinki process; while William 
Hobson, Senior General Counsel of the 
War Crimes and Crimes Agaisnt 
Humanity Section of the Department of 
Justice, will be recognized for his 
courage and commitment ot justice and 
the rule of law. 

Each of the honourees has been asked to 
address the historic events in which they 
have played so major a role: Ambassador 
Bauer will discuss “The Revolutionary 
Transformation in the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe”; Mr. Hobson will speak 
of the moral imperative of bringing war 
criminals to justice. 

We are very excited about this 
forthcoming Raoul Wallenberg Lecture 
in Human Rights, which is co-sponsored 
by the Faculty of Law and Interamicus.
